This new 
play is Bood ang ne Says 80; that ove is bad, ana ne makes this clear to 
his readers. 

But the situation is vastly diffrent in a city like Edmonton, Th 
“dramatic editor,” as he is sometimes called by courtesy, finds that he fs 
often hard put to it to tell the truth and still make his criticism or his 
Saturday theatre page readable. ls ually, it must be aamicuted, the plays 
that are brought to Edmonton are such as can be classed as “good.” The 
point on which ‘differences qf op rton may occur is more with the per- 
sonnel of the company and the way in which the play is produced. 

An instance of this happened last week. In fact, that play illustrates 
exactly the difficulties met with in M!s city, and also shows the attitude of 
the Bulletin toward criticism of plivs produced here, The play itself wre 
one that bad some good quaiities, Lt was an old play and had stood th> 
test of time in pretty good fashion ‘he advance notices, which usually 
must be taken with a grain of salt, were very flattering. The play, as gives 
here, was very dismal for a comedy and was not worth the price asked.

A recent instance of a peculiar criticism, which was in dircet opposi- 
tion to the stamp of approval, is cy.led to mind. Joe Welch, the Hebrew 
impersonator on the Orpheum bill this week, received more applause fror 
the audience than any other single turn. One local critic, however, 0} 
jected to Mr. Welch's work. He opin -d that all self-respecting sews would | 
combine to run such comedies off the stage. He declared that what Wie 
new in Welch's work wasn't funny and what was funny wasn't new. And 
he made the remarkable declaration that those who were deluded into 
laughing comprised but a small pact of the audience.
